Cin c in n a t i, Ohio, Aug. 22l —While 
three men were repairing the roof of 
the Big Pour freight depot a t Third 
and Baymiller streets yesterday the 
pitch boiled over, exploding a gaso­ 
line stove. 
In five minutes the entire 
frame structure, which contained sev­ 
eral barrels of oil and was 800 feet 
long and forty-five feet wide, was' 
ablaze, a strong north wind driving 
tne flames. 
The yards adjoining were 
filled w ith stock. 
Four trains pulled 
out, but the W agner sleepers, thirty 
coaches, six baggage cars and twelve 
freight cars were left to feed the 
flames. 
The entire loss is placed a t 
$357,000, divided as follows: 
W agner 
sleepers, $1G0,000; coaches, $150, OOO; 
baggage and freight cars, $20,000; 
freight, $15,000; depot, 
$12,000. 
A 
train of twelve loaded freight cars 
was burned on the track. 
The loss 
carries blanket insurance. 
A portion 
of the roof fell, slightly injuring Capt 
Hurley, Lieut. Cavanaugh and Pipe- 
man Buft of Engine Company 2. 


A THOUSAND LOSE HOMES.

W a sh in g t o n, Aug. 22.—Representa­ 
tive Hartman of M ontana presented 
in the house yesterday resolutions 
for the free coinage of silver which 
are regarded by the free silver advo­ 
cates as one of the most significant 
expressions in favor of their doctrine. 
The resolutions have been adopted 
during the present session by the most 
powerful labor organizations in the 
country; are strongly worded and are 
signed by the chief officers of the va­ 
rious unions. 
The signers are: J. R. 
Sovereign, grand m aster workman, 
and John W. Hayes, secretary and 
treasurer of the R nights of Labor; 
Samuel Gompers, o president of the 
American Federation of Labor; Marion 
Butler, 
president of the National 
Farm ers’ Alliance; Henry H. Trenor, 
president, and P. J. McGuire, secre­ 
tary, of the Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and Joiners; P. M. Arthur, Chief of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi­ 
neers; G A Robinson, president of the 
Farm ers’ M utual Benefit Association; 
Frank Sargent, grand m aster work­ 
man, and F. W. Arnold, secretary and 
treasurer of the Brotherhood of Loco­ 
motive Firemen, and John McBride, 
president of the United Mine W orkers 
of America. 
The resolutions are as follows: 
We demand of the present congress 
the immediate return to the money of 
the constitution as established by our 
fathers by restoring the free and un­ 
limited coinage of silver a t the pres­ 
ent ratio of 16 to I, the coins of both 
m etals to be equally full legal tender 
for all debts, public and private, as 
before the fraudulent demonetization 
of silver in 1873. 
We also condemn the increase of the 
national debt in the time of peace and 
the use of interest-bearing bonds a t 
any time. 
The sugar men have taken a great 
deal of com fort out of the vote th at 
was recently had on the motion of 
Senator Manderson to instruct the 
senate finance committee to report an 
am endm ent to the free sugar bill re­ 
establishing 
the 
McRinley 
sugar 
bounty. 
It was shown th a t a major­ 
ity of the senate was for th*3) bounty. 
Of course the m ajority is not a t all 
stable, 
and 
it is 
possible 
th at 
when 
the 
senate 
meets 
in De­ 
cember th a t it will be changed. 
Senator 
Stew art 
may 
not vote, 
which woald leave the vice president 
to decide against the bounty on a tie 
vote. 
B ut it is thought by some of 
those who advocate a bounty th a t be­ 
fore the vote on the free sugar bill or 
the amended bill there will be three 
more republican votes in the senate, 
which will give th at side quite a show 
of strength. 
At present there are va­ 
cancies from Montana, W ashington 
and Wyoming, and it is claimed th at 
the legislatures which are elected 
this fall will be republican, and 
as 
they 
will 
assemble 
early 
in 
January 
the 
vacancies 
will 
be immediately filled. 
In the finance committee of the sen­ 
ate some reference was mat ie to the 
free lead bill which has recently been 
reported to the house by the ways and 
means committee and it was suddenly 
developed th at the new member of 
the committee. Senator White, was 
not in favor of free silver-lead ores, 
and as all of the republicans are of 
the same opinion, it has been de­ 
cided th a t • the senate need not take 
into consideration the lead bilL 
Mr. 
White is a western man, from a min­ 
ing state and he sympathizes w ith the 
other senators initheir efforts to have 
the duty retained on this ore.

Five boys, from 
9 to 15 years old, were standing near 
the engine, and were so badly torn 
and scalded th a t it is thought four of 
them cannot recover. 
Two other men 
received slight wounds. 
The engine was torn to fragm ent^ 
one of the driving wheels being throw n 
500 feet into a field and the other 
about 200 feet in the opposite direc­ 
tion, while parts of the machine were 
scattered over a radius of 500 feet 
A 
team of horses standing near had the 
harness torn from them and one horse 
was killed.

STICKS TO HIS DESK 
AND DOESN’T BLUFF 


NOBODY CAN SCARE CONGRESS­ 
MAN H. A. COOPER. 


Mr. Reed Fails to Pull Him—Could 
Not Bring Him Into Voting For 
W hat He Considered a Wrong—An 
Extract From the Louisville Times, 
a Democratic Organ. 


Congressman H. A. Cooper is at­ 
tacked by a democratic paper in unjust 
fashion. 
It is interesting to note how 
persons who have an opportunity of 
meeting congressmen at Washington, 
and who have been acquainted with 
them and their work for years, con­ 
sider and look at our congressman 
from this district. 
The following is 
an es act copy of an article that ap­ 
peared in the Louisville Times of 
August 13, last, a democratic paper of 
national reputation: 
“ Probably the man in congress most 
attentive to his legislative duties is

he did. 
“ Only those who know the strong 
personality of Thomas B. Reed, his 
tyranny, his long memory, the proba­ 
bility that he will be speaker of the 
next congress, and the certainty of 
punishment that he would be sure to 
mete out to one who refused to bend 
to his will can appreciate the man­ 
hood Cooper displayed on this occa­ 
sion.

Not Bain Enough During the Week To Do 
Much Good. 
The east, central and southeastern 
counties received some rain during the 
last week; but in most cases the rain 
areas were small and not sufficient to 
break the drouth, though vegetation 
has revived slightly in some localities, 
where the rainfall was the heaviest. 
Pastures are generally dead, and 
fall feed is so poor that many farmers 
are driven to the necessity of cutting 
up corn for fodder. 
Corn is makirg slow progress, but 
on low ground a small crop will be 
secured, even without rain, and some 
fields in the southern portion of the 
state are looking very well. 
Potatoes are turning out light, being 
small in size and very few in a hill, 
though about half an average crop 
will probably be secured. 
Cranberries are about a failure and 
many marshes have been destroyed 
by fire. 
Forest and marsh fires continue 
owing to the entire absence of rain in 
that portion of the state. 
Farm work, except threshing, is at 
a stand still over a large portion of 
the state, the ground being too dry 
for plowing. 
Threshers report a good yield of 
small grain in all sections. 
Wheat 
and barley being exceptionally good 
in color and quality. 
Tobacco is 
doing 
well considering 
the 
dry 
weather. 
Fruit is plentiful, especially 
grapes and apples.

It Comes Principally From Japan and 
Formosa. 
At one time camphor was produced 
in Sumatra and Borneo^ in other 
parts of the East Indies and in China; 
but the crude camphor of commerce 
is now 
produced 
exclusively by 
Japan and Formosa. 
The Japanese camphor tree is a 
monstrous evergreen of exceedingly 
symmetrical proportions and some­ 
what like a lime tree. 
It has a red 
berry, and its blossom is a white 
flower. 
Some of the trees are more 
than forty feet in circumference, 
and at least 300 years old. 
Very little care was formerly be­ 
stowed upon the cultivation of these 
valuable trees, but all this has now 
been altered, and the result is that, 
instead of having to wait until the 
tree is seventy or eighty years old 
before the camphor can be extracted 
an equally good yield will be ob­ 
tained in one-third of that time. 
The roots contain a much larger 
proportion of camphor 
than the 
trees; if the 
producer 
gets ten 
pounds of crude camphor out of 200 
pounds of wood chips, they regard 
it as a satisfactory yield. 
Both the process of extracting the 
camphor and the materials and ap­ 
paratus used in the process are of 
the roughest description. 
The chips are boiled, the vapor 
being led into some kind of a tub, 
with several partitions, surrounded 
by cold water. 
In the sides of these 
partitions are holes so arranged that 
when open they cau^e the vapor to 
fill the divisions in a circuitous man­ 
ner, thus improving the grain of the 
camphor. * 
The raw material is brought to 
market in rough wooden tubs, but 
before it is fit for shipment it ha9 to 
be submitted to a test which sq u ires 
considerable experience. 
Each tub is very carefully sampled, 
aud the samples are tested sometimes 
by alcohol, sometimes by fire. 
If no solid adulterating mixture i9 
discovered, 
the condition of 
the 
camphor is examined; this is really a 
very difficult task, because the crude 
camphor contains from five to twenty 
per cent of water and oil, and it re­ 
quires experience and care to find 
out whether it has been tampered 
with. 
When this has been done the cam­ 
phor is weighed, cut, mixed, drained 
and dried, and packed for export.

F inancial Standing o f Oar Railroads. 
In a general way the facts pertain­ 
ing to the financial standing of our 
railw ays are known, 
Accepting rail­ 
way construction as an indication of 
the condition of the railw ay industry, 
the period through which we are now 
passing slow s greater depression than 
any previous period. * The increase in 
new mileage brought into operation 
during the fiscal year 1892 was less 
than during any year since 1880, while 
the percentage increase stood lower 
than for any previous year since the 
beginning of railw ays in this country. 
Thus the rate of increase from 188G to 
1887 was 9.OS per cent.; from 1387 to 
1888, 6.07 per cent.; from 1888 to 1889, 
3.22 percent.; from ISS- to 1820, 4.78 
p e rc e n t; from 1890 t j 1891, 2.94 per 
c e n t; from 1891 to 1»92, 
1.88 per 
cen t, and from 1892 to 1893, 2.80 per 
cen t □ These figures show a rem arka 
hie depression in the business of rail, 
way construction. 
Another fact em­ 
phasized by railway w riters is the 
large am ount of mileage placed in the 
hands of receivers during the past 
eighteen months. 
Thus 43,000 railes 
of line have been placed under the 
protection of the courts, an amount 
equal to 24 per cent of the total length 
of line.
